000 for public hospital funds to 
a 29-billion appropriation bill. 

A strong coalition of Repub- 
licans and Democrats has an- 
nounced that it will try to double 
the $75,000,000 recommended by 


mittee for the hospital program. 

The program is handled by the 
Federal Security Agency, whose 
funds are included in the section 
of the’ one-package money Dill 
which came up for House consid- 
eration today. The funds are in 
the form of contract authority 
and are used by the FSA -to help 
states and local communities build 
public hospitals. 

First Increase Approved. 

The economy bloc fared poorly 
yesterday. I. was unable to cut 
$2,000,000 from the Réconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation's admin- 
istrative expense allotmen* and 
was beaten, 93 to 88, on an amend- 
ment that added $1,000,000 to the 
bill. The extra money, the first 
increase approved, is for the Coast 
Guard’s reserve training program. 

An amendment to add $22,000,- 
000 for the Post Office Depart- 
ment’s operating expense allot- 
ment was defeated without a major 
fight. 

To date the House-voted cuts 
total $7,700,000, or less than one- 
half of 1’ per cent on the - basis 
of items totaling $2,192,584,402 
already acted on. A final House 
vote is not expected before the 
end of next week. 

The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee agreed yesterday on a major 
section of a bill dealing with ex- 
tension of social security cover- 
age beyona the estimated 35,000,- 
000 now in the program. 

It left virtually unchanged the 
7,000,000 figure in the House-ap- 
proved bill to which compulsory} 
coverage would be extended, but 
pared 2,500,000 from. the 4,000.- 
000 to whom the House would 
extend voluntary coverage. 

The cut was effected by elim- 
inating a House provision that 
would have made state and mu- 
nicipal employes such as school 
teachers, policemen and firemen

Status of Salesmen. 

One, defined outside salesmen, 
taxicab drivers, industrial home 
workers, contract loggers, mine 
lessees and other so-called inde- 
pendent contractors, except full 
time life insurance salesmen, as 
self-employed persons. 

The House bill would extend 
coverage to this group for the 
first time on an employer-employe 
basis. 

The Senate committee would 
extend coverage to these but they 
would have to pay more for it. 
Perhaps defined as employes now 
pay 1% per cent on the first 
$3000 of annual earnings, with 
employers contributing a like 
amount. The self-employed, un- 
der the Senate proposal, would 
pay 24% per cent.

The other change woulld ap- 
ply to employes of non-profit or- 
ganizations such as religious and 
charitable groups. The House 
had agreed to cover all such em- 
ployes except ministers and mem- 
bers. of religious orders. 

Religious Employe Coverage. 

The. Senate committee barred 
from coverage all employes of re- 
ligious denominations and of or- 
ganizations owned or controlled 
by a religious denomination. Com- 
mittee aids said the issue basical- 
ly was one of continued separa- 
tion of church and state., 

The committee also agreed to 
extend coverage to publishers on 
a self-employed basis. But such 
groups as lawyers, doctors, farm- 
ers, dentists and veterinarians are 
still excluded from all social se- 
curity coverage.

Irvin Goldstein, Maragon’s at- 
torney, decided against calling 
further witnesses after the de- 
fense had called only Senator 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, to 
testify. There had been specu- 
lation whether Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan of St. Louis, who be- 
came a friend of Maragon, might 
be summoned. 


In summing up, counsel for 
Maragon said the Government 
“failed in its duty” by not calling 
Vaughan. 


The prosecution in its summa- 
tion called Maragon a “parasite” 
with nothing to sell “but the in- 
fluence of his friends” for per- 
sonal profit. 

Maragon, a former Kansas City 
bootblack, once circulated freely 
around the White House and the 
Capitol after he came to Wash- 
ington. He is accused of lying to 
Senate investigators last year 
about money matters and busi- 
ness relations with Government 
agencies. 

Judge Reverses Decision. 

Before the defense rested, 
United States District Judge Jen- 
nings Bailey had reversed an 
earlier decision and allowed Gold- 
stein and his assistants to exam- 
ine some Department of Agricul- 
ture files that- had been men- 
tioned during the trial. 

The files related to the Allied 
Molasses Co. of Perth Amboy, N. 
J The Government contends 
Maragon represented the firm in 
business affairs before the de- 
partment, in an effort to obtain 
cancellation of an order suspend- 
ing the firm’s molasses quota. 
That was in 1946. 

The prosecution said Maragon 
lied in denying he negotiated no 
business with the Government or 
anyone from 1945 to mid-1949. 

Five Percenter Inquiry. 

The charges against Maragon 
grew out of an inquiry by a 
Senate five perccnter investigat- 
ing committee. Five percenters 
represent others in business mat- 
ters with the Federal Govern- 
ment for a fee, often 5 per cent.

Justice Department officials 
said later that the cases of 1073 
ex-alien citizens were under in- 
quiry to determine if they got 
their American papers by per- 
jury, or by withholding required 
information, or took the nat- 
uralization oath with mental res- 
ervations. 

In most cases, Communist par- 
ty membership or affiliation is, 
involved. 

It was indicated that court ac- 
tions will get under way shortly. 
Successful denaturalization pro- 
ceedings would return defend- 
ants to the status of an alien, 
subject to deportation if the Gov- 
ernment desired it. 

The process to be followed is 
similar to that used in the recent 
Harry Bridges, trial at San Fran- 
cisco, where the CIO longshore 
union leader was convicted 6f 
falsely denying Communist con- 
nections in order to become nat- 
uralized in 1945. Bridges is a 
native of Australia. Revocation 
of his United States citizenship 
has been asked. 

An Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service official pointed 
out that when an alien becomes 
an American, he “must establish 
that he is attached to the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution and 
well-disposed toward the good 
order and happiness” of the 
United States.

A spokesman for Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. said jamming 
already has been attempted in St.

fice, 2656 Locust boulevard. The 
company spokesman termed this 
“an experiment in sabotage,” and 
said it failed to impair service to 
the public because there were not 
enough fake calls to swamp the 
long-distance trunk lines. 


The company made public a 
copy of typewritten instructions 
for jamming which, it said, had 
been distributed to union mem- 
bers “in strict confidence.” 


The purported instructions read 
in part: “If you have a message 
phone, there should be no charge. 
If there should be, you will be 
reimbursed. There can be no 
legal penalty. If you are ques- 
tioned, say you were dialing 211 
and your call was never com- 
pleted. Please carry out instruc- 
tions and hold this information in 
confidence. Much can depend on 
this experiment. Destroy this 
note.” 


Denied by Union. 


Union leaders disclaimed any 
knowledge of the incident. They 
said any jamming here will come 
only after the telephone strike be- 
comes general. There would be 
no point to jamming long-distance 
if the company accepted only 
emergency calls during a strike, 
they continued, but during the 
1947 strike Southwestern Bell 
handled many non-emergency 
calls with supervisory personnel 
to get revenue, and completed 
about 30 per cent of the normal 
number ot calls. 


A company spokesman insisted 
that, in event of a strike, the only 
long-distance calls that would be 
accepted for handling would be 
those of an emergency nature. 
During the last week or 10 days 
of the prolonged 1947 strike, he 
added, supervisory personnel be- 
came proficient enough to handle 
more traffic, and were able to

“Appaiently the union does not 
realize loss of life and property 
can result from these irrespon- 
sible attempts to jam phone sys- 
tems.” 

The company termed such a 
procedure unlawful, but the union 
called it legal. In any event, it 
probably would be hard to track 
down specific offenders. There 
was no sign that long-distance 
jamming would affect local dial 
phone service. 

Southwestern Bell negotiators 
and representatives of South- 
western Division 20, CWA, met 
with a federal conciliator here 
this afternoon. Federal Mediation 
Chief Ching has ordered all re- 
gional .conciliation directors to 
press their efforts for settlement 
right up to the deadline. But ne- 
gotiators indicated they had noth- 
ing new to offer. 

The union of 50,000 Southwest- 
ern Bell workers has deferred 
strike action a number of times 
and has repeatedly offered to ac- 
cept arbitration or fact-finding, 
but the company has refused. 

The’ striking equipment in- 
stallers of the St. Louis area re- 
ceived their picketing assign- 
ments last night at a meeting at 
the Hamilton-Wilshire Hotel. 
Picketing assignments for mem- 
bers of other union divisions were 
made months ago. Strike head- 
quarters will be at the Roosevelt 
Hotel, it was announced. 

Wages and other benefits under- 
lie the bitter dispute between the 
CWA and the subsidiary units of 
the Bell system. Negotiations be- 
gan last October under a wage- 
reopening cl-use in the contract, 
which expires next November. 
Last February the union revealed 
its full demands—a 15-cent hour- 
ly increase, shorter hours, faster 
advancement, pensions and other 
benefits. Both sides agreed the 
“‘package” amounted to a 37-cent 
hourly increase for each worker. 

The CWA claims a membership 
of 204,000, but the union says a 
total of 300,000 Bell employes 
might go out if there is a long 
strike. It was not expected that 
press and radio wires would be 
affected by a short strike.

Pa E. Picotte Who Got 
Many Loans From El- 
derly Tells Court He Is 
Broke. 


Peter E. Picotte, bankrupt in- 


‘surance and investment operator 


who obtained unsecured loans of 
$151,944 from some 62 creditors, 
many of them elderly persons, 
testified today he had no property 
beyond the relatively meager as- 
sets listed in his schedules. 

Testifying in the crowded 
courtroom of Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy William O’Herin, Picotte 
told his creditors: “All my money 
is gone. I own no property and 
nothing is held for me in anyone 
else’s name.” 3 


The news was received in sil- 
ence by the 35 creditors, most 


.|o0f them elderly men and women, 


who had crowded into the room 
in the hope of hearing they had 
some chance of recovering part of 
their losses. 

Tells of Illness. 


After Robert S. Kilker, an at- 
torney, was elected trustee of the 
bankrupt estate, Picotte began 
his testimony in which he said 
everything would have worked 
out all right if he had not been 
afflicted by illness a year ago. 

Since starting in business in 
1944, ‘he said, he had placed in- 
surance policies aggregating $12,- 
000,000 to $14,000,000 on plants 
and factories. He estimated he 
still had commissions of some 
$5000 outstanding. 

“This business had grown to 
the point where I was employing 
18 to 20 salesmen. I worked 
right along with them and every- 
thing went along all right until 
I took sick. The boys had gone 
along fine while I was with them 
but went wrong when this thing 
came up,” he said. He apparently 
was referring to the bankruptcy. 

Lists $2800 in Jewelry. 

Among his assets, Picotte listed 
four pieces of jewelry worth 
about $2800. This represented 
gifts he had made to his wife and 
some she had received from her 
former husband, he said. It had 
been pledged frequently as col- 
lateral for loans, he said. 

The bankrupt told of selling a 
home in Kirkwood and building 
a less expensive home at 18 Lan- 
tana drive, New Webster Gardens, 
where he and his wife are now 
living. With the difference be- 
tween the proceeds of the former 
home and the cost of the new 
one, he retired some bank loans, 
he said. He estimated the new 
home cost $23,000, on which he 
owes $12,500. 


SMITH SILENT 
LAW TO BAR 


ON INVOKING 
PHONE STRIKE 


Governor to Confer With Mediation Board 


Chairman — Order Drafted for Seizure 
of Bell Properties in State.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 25— 
Gov. Forrest Smith planned to 


confer today with Chairman 
Vance Julian of the State Board 
of Mediation over the threatened 
walkout of the 12,000. Missouri 
employes of Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. tomorrow. 

The Governor has not disclosed 
whether he will invoke the King- 
Thompson law prohibiting strikes 
in public utilities, in event a work 
stoppage should occur. In declin- 
ing to outline his course of action 
in the matter, Smith said yester- 
day afternoon: “Nothing has hap- 
pened yet.” 

Seizure Order Drafted. 

It is known that Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor’s staff has pre- 
pared for the Governor the legal 
forms for an executive proclama- 
tion and order for seizure of the 
Bell properties in Missouri, for 
operation by the state, if a strike 
or work stoppage occurs in viola- 
tion of the no-strike law. 

For the first time Smith raised 
a question yesterday whether the 
law would apply if Bell employes, 
instead of striking, refused to 
cross picket lines established by 
striking installation employes of 
the Western Electric Co., after 
expiration tonight of President 
Truman’s 60-day telephone strike 
truce. 

The Governor said he had been 
advised that a work stoppage 
caused by refusal to cross a picket 
line would not be in violation of 
the King-Thompson law, but he 
did not reveal the source of this 
advice. 

Other state officials familiar 
with the provisions of the no- 
strike law, who would not be 
quoted, do not agree with this 
view. They take the position a 
work stoppage in an essential pub- 
lic utility is still a stoppage, 
however caused, and would be in 
violation of the no-strike law. 

Provisions of Law. 

The King-Thompson Act, passed 
in 1947, bars strikes, work stop- 
pages or lockouts in essential util- 
ity services, including telephone 
service. It authorizes the Gover- 
nor, if a strike, lockout or work 
stoppage threatens to impair oper- 
ation of the utility, ‘‘so as to in- 
terfere with the public interest, 
health and welfare,” to take im- 
mediate possession of the plant, 
for operation by the state in the 
public interest. 

The law provides the Governor 
may exercise such power “after 
his investigation and proclamation 
that there is a threatened or ac- 
tual interruption of the operation 
of such public utility as the re- 
sult of a labor dispute, a threat- 
ened or actual strike, a lockout 
or other labor disturbance, and 
that the public interest, health 


and welfare are jeopardized, and 


that the exercise of such author- 
ity is necessary to insure the oe: 
ation of such public utility.” 

If this proclamation is issued, 
under the procedure outlined by 
the Attorney General’s depart- 
ment, it would be followed with 
executive orders by Smith desig- 
nating a state department or 
agency to operate the seized 
plant, and prescribing the neces- 
sary rules and regulations for the 
operation. 

Can Order Workers Back. 

The Governor has power to or- 
der employes back to work, it was 
said, pending efforts to settle a 
dispute. 

Courts of the state, under the 
act, “shall have power to enforce 
by injunction or other legal or 
equitable remedies” any provision 
of the act, or any rule or regula- 
tion prescribed by the Governor 
under the act. 

But in this connection one sec- 
tion of the act provides no em- 
ploye shall be required to render 
labor or service without his con- 
sent, “nor shall anything in this 
act be construed to make the 
quitting of his labor or services 
by an individual employe an il- 
legal act.” 

The law provides that if a plant 
is taken over by the Governor 
for operation by the state, the 
plant shall be returned to the 
control of the owners as soon as 
practicable after the settlement 
of the labor dispute. 

Only civil penalties are pre- 
scribed for violation of the act, 
which provides “it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, employe or 
representative as defined in this 
act to call, incite, support or par- 
ticipate in any strike or concerted 
refusal to work for any utility, 
or for the state after any plant, 
equipment or facility has been 
taken over by the state under 
this act, as a means of enforcing 
any demands against the utility 
or against the state.” 

Penalties for Violation. 

Violation of this provision by 
individual employes carries a pen- 
alty of loss of seniority rights. Its 
violation by a union officer car- 
ries a forfeiture of $1000. Penal- 
ties for violations by unions, or 
an employer who causes a work 
stoppage through a lockout, are 
$10,000 a day for each day of work 
stoppage. These penalties, to be 
paid into the state public school 
fund, are collectible through civil 
actions in the name of the state. 

Seizure and penalty provisions 
of the act have not been tested 
in the courts, as these provisions 
have not been invoked since the 
act became effective Sept. 10, 
1947. 

Western Electric Co., whose 
telephone equipment installers 
went on strike throughout the 
country yesterday morning, is the 
telephone equipment manufactur- 
ing subsidiary of the nation-wide 


Bell system.

SUIT OF WOMAN 


aha of Promise Ac- 
tion Dropped — Plain- 
tiff Alleges He Is Fa- 
ther of Her Child. 


The $50,000 a ach of promise 
suit filed by Miss Mary Malin 
against Charles C. Spink, vice 
president of the Sporting News 
Publishing Co., has been dis- 
missed following an out-of-court 
settlement by Spink, it was learned 
today. Miss Malin alleged Spink 
was the father of her child. 

Amount of the settlement was 
not disclosed but a representa- 
tive of the Kansas City law firm 
of Trusty, Pugh & Green, which 
filed the suit for Miss Malin, 
said “it was certainly enough to 
satisfy our client.” 

The dismissal, entered in the 
circuit court here Feb. 14, was 
“with \prejudice,” which has the 
effect of barring Miss Malin 
from reinstating the suit. Shortly 
after the suit was filed last Nov- 
ember, Spink, who is known to 
friends as Johnson Spink, made 
an answer denying the allega- 
tions. 

Counsel Silent. 


Oliver T. Remmers, attorney 
for Spink, said he had no com- 
ment when asked about dismissal 
of the suit and if a settlement 
had been made. Miss Malin, who 
lives with friends in an apart- 
ment at 5660 Kingsbury avenue, 
could not be reached. A woman 
in the apartment said: “She will 
have nothing to say.” 

Miss Malin, 26-year-old steno- 
grapher, said in her petition that 
Spink failed to fulfill his promise 
to marry her although he was the 
father of her child. She said she 
started keeping company with 
Spink in January or February, 
1947, and became intimate with 
him on his promise to marry her. 

Her daughter, Blanche Marie, 
was born Aug. 16, 1949, in Wil- 
lows Hospital, Kansas City. She 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Spink called her every week in 
the hospital until two weeks be- 
fore the baby was born. Miss 
Malin worked for the Sporting 
News from October 1945 to March 
1949. 

Spink was married last Oct. 8 
to Miss Edith Swift Jenkin, 
daughter of Mrs. William G. 
Jenkin, at her home, 32 Kings- 
bury place. Mrs. Spink, a gradu- 
ate of Washington University law 
school, made her debut in 1939 
at a ball at the St. Louis Wom- 
an’s Club.

Disclosure of the files would|; &e=-asae : = eM ae 
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all 
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result in serious injustice to the 
reputation of many innocent per- 
sons. This is true because the 
FB1 investigative files do not 
contain proven information only. 
They include unverified charges 
and statements, as well as mere 
suspicions, which, upon investiga- 
tion, are found to be untrue. 

If I should now open these files, 
I would create a precedent for 
future cases in which access to 
these files is demanded—and 
there would be many of them.

i Lawyers’ Responsibility. 

,, Our lawyers have a primary re- 
.Sponsibility in the maintenance 
of justice. This is particularly 
true of the Government lawyers, 
whose first devotion must be to 
‘the public interest. The public 
interest does not mean only the 
dinterest of the Government. It 
means also the protection of the 
kights of individual citizens. 
~- . Our concept of justice repre- 
—Ssents a basic difference between 
=our system of government and 
“that of the totalitarian states. 
“Justice is the foundation of true 
“democracy. Our system of jus- 
=tice preserves the freedom and 
dignity of the individual, and his 
«right to think and speak as he 
feels and to worship as he pleases. 
=It protects him in the assertion of 
~his rights even against his own 
=government. It makes _ certain 
“that his assertion of those rights 
“will be fairly considered and just- 
sly decided. 
= But there is in the world todav 
=a tyrannical force which does not 
“recognize justice as we know it. 
=It is a force which crushes the

imo All-Powerful State. 
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Despite the historic precedents, 
with which | was thoroughly fa- 
miliar, | gave the most careful 
consideration to the recent re- 
quest of a Senate committee for 
access to the loyalty files. 1! ob- 
tained the views of Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath, Loyalty Review 
Board Chairman Richardson, and 
FBI Director Hoover before | 
reached my decision to deny this 
request. All three were unani- 
mous in recommending to me in 
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Wherever this force extends, 
there is no freedom of speech, 
no freedom of religion, no free- 
dom even of opinion. The state 
is the all-powerful arbiter of 
men’s words and acts. Human 
dignity and human freedom are 
meaningless. 

Against this tyrannical force, 
which we know as Communism, 
the United States stands as the 
great champion of freedom. 
Against this force. the United 
States has develoned and put in- 
to effect a positive progrem to 
strengthen freedom and democ- 
racy. Our prov’ram is shaped to 
strengthen the United States and 
to help other free nations pro- 
tect themselves against aggression 
and subversion. 

Since the end of the war we 
have taken far-seeing steps, un- 
precedented in the history of the 
world, to help other free nations 
rebuild from the destruction of 
war and strengthen their demo- 
cratic institutions. Our programs 
of foreign aid have made it pos- 
sible for these free nations to 
resist Communist aggression. 

The Greek-Turkish aid pro- 
gram, the Marshall Plan, the 
North Atlantic Treaty, the mili- 
tary assistance program, and our 
support of the United Nations are 
major elements in our central pol- 
icy to work for a peaceful and 
prosperous world. We have taken 
the leadership in aiding underde- 
veloped areas, and in reducing 
trade barriers between nations. 
We are keeping our military 
forces strong,and alert. and we 
are giving meaning and strength 
to our joint defense arrangements 
with other countries. 

We have done aii this because 
it represents enlightened self- 
interest. We know that the great- 
est threat to us does not come 
from the Communists in this coun- 
try, where they are a noisy but 
small and universally despised 
group. The greatest threat comes 
from Communist imperialism 
abroad, where the center of its 
military and economic strength 
lies. The real danger is that Com- 
munism might overrun other free 
nations and thus strengthen itself 
for an ultimate attack against us. 

But although Communism is 
not a major force in this coun- 
try, we are taking no chances 
on its becoming strong here. On 
the one hand, we are working to 
create conditions in the United 
States in which Communism 


was humanly possible, to see that 
no disloyal person should be em- 
ployed by our Government, 
whether he was a Communist or 
a native American Fascist of the 
Silver Shirt or Ku Klux Klan va- 
riety. I was equally determined 
that loyal government employes 
should be protected against accu- 


sations which were false, mali- 
cious, or ill-founced. 


Loyalty Program. 
The loyalty program was draft- 
ed by able and experienced people 
to pretect the security of the Gov- 
ernment and to safeguard the 
rizhts of its employes. It is the 
first time in the history of this 
country that we have had such a 
program. The Communists and 
their friends, as well as some sin- 
cere idealists, say that it is too 
drastic. The false patriots and 
even some honest reactionaries 
say that it is entirely too mild. 
They want us to dismiss employes 
on the basis of unsupported 
charges. They actually resent the 
democratic safeguards of the 
loyalty program. All this confirms 
me in the conviction that it is a 
sound and effective program con- 
ceived and carried out in the 
American tradition. 


The FBI, the agency loyalty 
boards, and the Loyalty Review 
Board have quietly and effective- 
ly carried out their job of pro- 
tecting the integrity and security 
of our Government. The Loyalty 
Review Board is the central or- 
gafiization which directs the 
whole program. It is divided 
about half and half between Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans and is 
headed by a distinguished Repub- 
lican lawyer, Mr. Seth Richard- 
son, who served as Assistant At- 
torney General of the United 
States under President Hoover. 


Tiny Fraction of Reds. 


Under the supervision of this 
board, the loyalty program has rid 
the Government of all employes 
who were found to be disloyal— 
and they ‘were only a tiny frac- 
tion of 1 per cent. 


Not a single person who has 
been adjudged to be a Communist 
or otherwise disloyal remains on 
the Government payroll today. 

The able men charged with 
carrying out the loyalty program 
know that keeping disloyal per- 
sons out of the Government is a 
business which must be done 
carefully and objectively. They 
know that the job cannot be done 
by publicly denouncing men as 


cannot possibly thrive. On the 
other, we are striking hard 
blows at Communist subversion 
wherever it is found. 

We are vigorously pressing do- 
mestic programs to improve the 
standard of living of our people, 
to assure equal opportunity for 
all, and to promote their health 
and education, and their security 
and freedom. These programs were 
not specifically designed as anti- 
Communist measures. We would 
have had them even if there were 
not a single Communist in the 
world. Nevertheless, they are 
among the strongest anti-Com- 
munist weapons in our whole ar- 
senal. 

Communism has little appeal 
for people who are healthy, well- 
educated, prosperous, and free. 
Moreover, there are few things 
that will do more to prevent the 
Communists from willing follow- 
ers in other lands than a demon- 
stration by the United States that 
democracy truly means a better, 
freer life for everyone. 

While we have been working to 
improve our democracy, we have 
been fully aware of the threat of 
Communist subversion within our 
own borders. Through the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation and 
our other security forces, through 
prosecutions in the courts by the 
Department of Justice, through 
our federal employe loyalty pro- 
gram, and in many other ways, 
we have vigorously attacked Com- 
munists wherever their activities 
became a threat to our liberties. 

There has been so much confu- 
sion recently about who is doing 
what to defeat Communism in 
this country, that I think the rec- 
ord should be set straighi. 

This Administration has fought 
Communism with action and not 
just with words. We have carried 
on this fight with every law on 
the statute books, and we have 
recommended new laws when we 
found they were necessary and 
could be framed without impair- 
ing the very freedoms we are 
seeking to protect. 

No known instance of Commu- 


“Communists” without having evi- 
‘dence to support such charges, or 
‘by blackening the character of 
‘persons because their views are 
different from those of the ac- 
cuser, or by hurling sensational 
accusations based on gossip, hear- 
say or hunch. Thev know that 
no one whose principal concern 
was the security of this country 
would try to do it that way. They 
know that any one who had in- 
formation about Communist activ- 
ity, and who placed the security 
of this country above selfish or 
partisan considerations, would 
turn that information over to the 
FBI, so that it could be properly 
investigated and the necessary 
action taker. 


I have been surprised to see 
how much ignorance and mis- 
understand there is about the 
loyalty program—even on the 
part of people who should 
know better. It has occurred to 
me that perhaps they do know 
better—that perhaps there is 
some element of politics in 
their accusations. 


A large part of the hue and 
cry about the loyalty program has 
centered on my refusal to turn 
over to a congressional commit- 
tee confidential loyalty files con- 
cerning individual employes. I 
have already stated several times 
the reasons why these files must 
not be disclosed. I want to re- 
state them briefly, now. 


The preservation of the strict- 
est confidence with respect to 


important element in operating a 
loyalty program which provides 
effective security for the Govern- 
ment and justice for the individ- 
ual employe. 

The disclosure .of these files 
would not only destroy the whole 
loyalty program but would seri- 
ously damage the future useful- 
ness of the FBI. Information is 
given to the FBI in confidence, 
which the FBI has sworn to pro- 
tect. Breaking the confidence 
would not only greatly embarrass 


loyalty files is the single most 


and even endanger the inform- f 


the strongest possible terms that 
1 refuse to make the files avail- 
able. The decision was mine and 
I made it. I am confident that 
no President, whatever his party, 
would have acted otherwise. 

The federal employe loyalty 
program has demonstrated that 
the United States has the most 
loyal civil service in the world. 
It is a splendid organization which 
I am proud to head. 

Of course, in an organization 
as large as the United States Gov- 
ernment it is always possible, des- 
pite the greatest precautions, that 
there may be a few bad individ- 
uals. We shall not for one min- 
ute relax our vigilant efforts to 
protect the security of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Request for Information. 


The present Attorney General 
and his predecessor have repeat- 
edly asked that if any person has 
any information about the pres- 
ence of any Communist in the 
Government, it be furnished to 
them. 

I now repeat that request. 

If any citizen knows of the pres- 
ence of a single Comunist or oth- 
er subversive person in any fed- 
eral job, let him furnish that 
information, and the evidence 
which supports his belief, to the 
Attorney General or to the FBI. 
Any information that may be fur- 
nished in response to this request 
will be promptly investigated and 
will be acted upon if the allega- 
tions are found to be true. 

The fact of the matter is—be- 
cause of the measures we are tak- 
ing—the internal security of the 
United States is not seriously 
threatened by the Communists in 
this country. There are propor- 
tionately fewer Communists in 
this country than in any other 
large country on earth. They are 
noisy and they are troublesome, 
but they are not a major threat. 

Moreover, they have been stead- 
ily losing ground since their peak 
in 1932, at the depth of our 
greatest depression, when they 
polled the largest number of votes 
in their history. 

There is a right way and a 
wrong way to fight Communism. 
This Administration is doing it 
the right way, the sensible way. 

Our. attack on Communism is 
embodied in a positive, three-fold 
program:

Robert F. Bacher, head of the Bomb Construction Division at 
Los Alamos (N.M.) Atomic Laboratory during World War 
Il, a former member of the Atomic Energy Commission and 
now head of the Norman Bridge laboratory of physics at 
California Institute of Technology, recently delivered an 
address at Town Hall in Los Angeles in which he presented 
America’s position on the hydrogen bomb. The Post-Dispatch 
presents herewith the first of four articles based on the speech.

N Jan. 31, President Truman issued a short and momentous 
(J stsiemen about the hydrogen bomb. Quoting the central part 
of his statement, he said, “I have directed the Atomic Energy 
Commission to continue its work on all forms of atomic weapons, 
including the so-called hydrogen or super bomb. Like all other 


work in the field of atomic weapons, it is being and will be carried | 


forward on a basis consistent with the over-all objectives of our 


program for peace and security. 


There has been no amplifica- 
tion of this statement. 

Before and since the President 
issued his statement there have 
been many conflicting statements 
about hydrogen bombs and what 
we should do about them. Some 
of these have become distorted in 
repetition. Others concern events 
so improbable as not to warrant 
serious consideration at the mo- 
Some statements made by 
scientists have been very fright- 
ening to our citizens. Back of 
such statements seems to be the 
idea that if our citizens become 
sufficiently frightened somehow 
we will not have any war in the 
future. 

There is no question that the 
hydrogen bomb has terrifying pos- 
sibilities. 

It is our very deep obligation, 
however, as citizens in a demo- 
cratic country to consider this 
whole question objectively, dis- 
passionately, and as carefully as 
we can, to decide just what our 
country should be doing. 

It will not improve the judg- 
ment of the citizen to scare him 
to death first. This is a very seri- 
ous time for the United States. 
We can not afford any irrational 
or purely emotional action. Our 
future safety and security depend 
today on keeping our heads and 
using wise judgment. 

Many people, considering na- 
tional policy on the hydrogen 
bomb, have been able to formu- 
late their opinions of this weapon 
very quickly on moral grounds 
alone. They say, and with justice, 
that the hydrogen bomb is a 
weapon of tremendous mass de- 
struction and that accordingly no 
civilized country should consider 
its possible development and use. 


Moral or Immoral? 

This is a comfortable position 
and one very easy to take, but 
where do we stop? Atomic bombs 
are also weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. Are they moral or immoral? 
Nothing could be more gruesome 
and immoral than the reports 
which many of us .ave heard of 
some of the hand-to-hand conflicts 
during the past war. Nothing 
could be more uncivilized than 
some of the torture to which war, 
conflict, and slave states have led. 

There is no question about it: 
War inevitably leads to many 
acts which are immoral. The 
relative immorality of various 
weapons and acts of war be- 
comes difficult to distinguish. 

The hydrogen bomb, being a 
weapon of tremendous destruc- 
tion, is more to be condemned 
than lesser weapons on _ these 
grounds if used for needless mass 
destruction. Certainly, no one 
can argue that the moral position 
of the United States will be im- 
proved by the possession or use 
of this bomb. 

Immoral as it is, war consumes 
a large part of the efforts of the 
people of the world. Situations 
arise in which war seems to be 
the lesser of two evils. The moral 
problem is therefore a much deep- 
er one. 

What Should U.S. Do? 

The real question is: “What 

should the United States do in 


order to diminish the probability | 
of world conflict and to increase | 
world peace and international ac- | 


cord?”

sire to reach agreement, then it 
would be possible to lessen the 
tension which grips the world 
today. While he is not optimistic 
on Russian willingness to decrease 
that tension, he believes that ac- 
cord on the international control 
of atomic energy is one of the 
vital issues.

Pacifist Viewpoint. 

Some will argue that any weap- 
on development at all leads to 
war, and therefore we should 
make no development of any kind. 
Though this is in agreement 
with some of our most deeply 
rooted Christian ideas, it cannot 
be followed. There is no question 
at all, in my mind, that for our 
nation to pursue such a policy 
in the present world would great- 
ly increase the probability of a 
world holocaust and a national 
calamity. Throwing aside, then, 
such a pacifist view, let us ask: 


What weapon development is 
important to national security? 

How important is the hydro- 
gen bomb to national security? 

Will hydrogen bombs increase 
our chances of winning a war 
with minimum loss?

Because Yugoslavia 
is evolving in an un-Soviet diréc- 
tion, they want to lighten the 
pressure, not increase it. This is 
why an important member of the 
Yugoslav inner circle, Vladimir 
Popovic, is being sent to the Unit- 
ed States to get the needed addi- 
tional credits, including even 
credits for consumer goods. 

What Leaders Seek. 


At a guess, what the Yugoslav 
leaders really want is enough 
cash to tide them over the pres- 
ent emergency, plus a long-range 
understanding with the United 
States, and a resulting guaranty 
of adequate annual aid over a 
reasonable period. In the pres- 
ent context, “adequate” aid for 
Yugoslavia ought probably to be 
defined as about $150,000,000 a 
year for five years. While the 
Yugoslavs will not officially ask 
for any such sum, this is the 
amount needed to give the new 
tendencies now ‘working in Yugo- 
slavia the fullest chance to de- 
velop. 

It is urgent to understand two 
aspects of this new issue that will 
shortly confront our policy mak- 
ers. First, our relations with 
Yugoslavia are still astonishingly 
delicate. Tito and the men 
around him have obviously begun 
to question their former religious 
faith in the universal wickedness 
of the West. But even the slight- 
est stimulus, such as a recent

Value of Investment.

The answer of this cor- 
respondent would be that from 
the hard, realistic standpoint, 
there could be no better invest- 
ment, either of the energies of 
our diplomats, or of the funds we 
are devoting to the cold war.

Loans of 10 Billions in 5 Years 


To Needy Nations Under Point 4 
Urged as ‘Practical Idealism 


Head of Import Council Suggests U. S. 
Could Finance Program Under U.N. Su- 
pervision at. Relatively Small Cost—‘Least 
We Can Do’ to Back Foreign Policy.

WASHINGTON, April 25. 


PROGRAM of “practical idealism” under which the United 
States would make possible loans of 10 billion dollars in five 
years to underdeveloped countries is suggested by Morris S. 


Rosenthal in the last publication of the Public Affairs Institute 
series on Point Four possibilities and problems. 


Rosenthal, president of Stein, 
Hall & Co., New York, and head 
of the National Council of Ameri- 
can’ Importers. made this two- 
part recommendation: 

That the Treasury immedi- 
ately buy up the full United 
States capital in the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development ($2,600,000,000 
in additional funds) and.that it 


be authorized to loan the bank 


_ an additional five billion dol- 
 dars, 


for a total of $7,600,- 

000,000. 

That the Export-Import Bank 
be given additional authority 
to borrow $2,500,000,000. These 
two steps would enable the two 
banking institutions to lend 
$10,100,000,000 to underdevel- 
oped countries. 

“It is not proposed that the 
money come out of. taxes or other 

current revenues of the Govern- 
ment,” Rosenthal wrote. “There 
will not result thereby any addi- 


‘tion to the federal budget or 


taxes, but merely an increase of 
$10,100,000,000 in’ the national 
debt of the United States over a 
period of five years. 
Temporary Burden on U. S. 
“We are further proposing not 


‘to give away, but -only to lend 


this money in the expectation that 
it will be repaid in full with in- 
terest. On this basis, the only 
burden on the United States 
budget will be small and tem- 
porary. It will cost about $40,-

000,000 a year during the period 
in-which we are waiting for re- 
payment.” 

Rosenthal conceded there were 
risks of partial default on the 
loans, but said the risks can be 
measured and must be assumed. 
He suggested that the United Na- 
tions set up a special agency to 
pass on loan applications, particu- 
larly with respect to the Inter- 
national Bank. The U.N. would 
exercise general supervision. 

“There is ample scope for 
private investment throughout 
the world if there is first an 


impetus to economic development 
in those areas where so little has 
been done and where the people 
have such a low level of existence 
that the purchasing power is al- 
most nil,” Rosenthal continued. 

“Therefore the American busi- 
mess man should welcome the 
prior and proper use of public 
funds, to give the underdeveloped 
areas a start toward improving 
themselves. For such a beginning 
will be of inestimable value to the 
private entrepreneur and to his 
system as the years roll on. 

“In the light of the over-all 
objectives of the United States’s 
international policy, a risk of our 
dollars would seem the least that 
we can do. We would then em- 
bark on a program of practical 
idealism as contrasted with a 
policy of ‘impractical realism’ to 
which many of our isolationists 
would still cling. - 

Important to Plan Immediately. 

“What is realism in an ad- 
vanced industrial economy can be 
plain foolishness in these under- 
developed areas. And if economic 
aid to the underdeveloped nations 
of the world is sound in principle, 
it is then important for us to 
plan immediately for an adequate 
and thorough implementation of 
the Point Four program.” 

Inland transportation facilities, 
power plants and general services 
are particularly needed by the 
backward countries, Rosenthal 
said. These types of development 
need public funds, he argued, 
‘and only when adequate trans- 
portation, power and social serv- 
ices are available will the climate 
be receptive to the influx of 
private capital. 

Rosenthal’s study followed one 
in which Dr. Seymour E. Harris, 
Harvard economist, asserted that 
the United States must export 
annually goods worth about seven 


billion dollars if the American

An Invitation to Accept 


The Senate should accept promptly the Amer- 
ican China Policy Association's invitation to’ in- 
vestigate it. In fact, it should not have waited 
s0 long that it had to be invited. .° 


It should not be content with looking into 
the roster of imposing names which are pointed 
out by the president of the association, William 
Loeb, publisher of the Manchester (N.H.) Union. 
It should look specifically into the activities of 
Alfred Kohlberg, who apparent*y is the real 
power in the American China Policy Association. 

Mr: Kohlberg organized the association.. He 
finances it, Its headquarters are in his office. 
He charges off part of its expenses against his 
business operations importing textiles from 
China. Mr. Kohlberg and the American China 
Policy Association may not be completely syn- 
onymous, but they are roughly interchangeable 
terms. 

A Senate investigation should find out in re- 
vealing detail what Mr. Kohlberg does to influ- 
ence opinion and legislation im favor of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s. Nationalist Government—if Govern- 
ment it can still be called. 

What are his activities with respect to influ- 
encing members of Congress? He has confirmed 
reports that he has been feeding material to 
Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin for the latter’s 
vicious attacks on the State Department.

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Not Arkansas and renee Too 


Disastrous competition between the Army En- 

gineers.and the Reclamation Bureau would be 
spread to Arkansas and Alaska if legislation 
now before Congress were enacted. 
Already the battle of these two federal agen- 
cies has resulted in delay, in waste of money 
and in waste of natural resources, in several 
regions of the United States. Among the regions 
are the Migsouri Valley, and the Columbia Val- 
ley, and the Central Valley of California. 

In the territory of Alaska there has been 
no such conflict. Alaska is under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of the Interior, as are all 
territories. Investigations of hydroelectric power 
prospects there have been carried on by Interi- 
or’s Reclamation Bureau. Now the Army Engi- 
neers want to muscle in and investigate hydro- 
electric possibilities in Alaska todo. They also 
want to investigate navigation and flood control 
possibilities as well. 

In Arkansas, the rice-growers of the prairie 
section of that state want federal irrigation. 
They have been irrigating from wells, but the 
wells are running dry, and some farms have 
had to be abandoned. For the more costly irri- 
gation with river water, they look to Washington. 

The reclamation laws are limited to the arid 
states, so the Bureau of Reclamation has not 
been able to help in Arkansas, which is not an 
arid state. Attempts to bring the state under 
the reclamation laws have failed. So Arkansans 
have turned to the Army Engineers. They seem 
to have a case—but should it be solved by com- 
pounding the confusion? 

There are other objections to the Army En- 
gineer approach to irrigation in Arkansas, The 
160-acre limit, which prevents the corporate 


farmer from taking all the water and leaving 
none for the family-size farm, would not apply, 
as it does to Reclamation Bureau jobs. The 
requirement that the land must repay the cost 
of irrigation would not apply. Perhaps the land- 
owners would repay, but they would not have to. 
Eventually the feud between the. Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bureau must be dealt 
with. Meanwhile, the least that can be done is 
to keep it from spreading. |

Milligan Ought to Quit 
J. L. (Tuck) Milligan insists he will not resign 
from the Kansas City Police Board. He ought 
to. His resignation would help establish confi- 
dence in the administration of the Kansas City 
police force. It is plain that there is no such con- 
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fidence now since the Kansas City Chamber of — 


Commerce has called for an entirely new Police 
Board. . 

Kansas City’s police force had built a good 
reputation under a reform Police Board, named 
after the fall of Boss Pendergast. Then politics 
filtered in when Gov. Smith named Milligan and 
Sheridan Farrell to the board. 

Both commissioners were considered choices 
of the underworld political boss, Charles Binag- 
gio. They did Binaggio no harm, certainly, by 
naming as an independent police “advisor” a 
former officer once indicted for perjury. 

Amid such maneuvers, police morale faltered. 
Then Binaggio was shot down. The police have 
reported no progress in this case and 22 other 
murders, and the Mayor and City Council have 
expressed no confidence in the police. 

Farfell resigned because he was “tired of all 
this heat.” If Milligan does not mind the heat, 
it ought to be made hotter for him. Kansas 
City needs a Polite Board which is not tainted 
with suspicion and a miserable record. 
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Kentucky Passes Us Up 

Beginning next September, the University of 
Louisville will admit Negroes to its graduate 
and professional schools. A year from next Sep- 
tember, this tax-supported institution in the 
Southern state of Kentucky will admit Negroes 
to all of its college classes, thus ending segre- 
gation. 

This change in behalf of simple justice as 
well as equal educational opportunity is made 
possible by an act of the last session of the 
Kentucky Legislature. At the last session of 
the’ Missouri. Legislature, State Senator Emery 
W. Allison appointed a committee, on which he 
placed himself, which for seven months sat on a 
bill to admit Negroes to the tax-supported State 
University at Columbia and other state educa- 
tional institutions. 

This same Senator Allison is now tapped to 
run as the Truman choice for United States 
Senator, presumably on a civil rights platform. 
Be that as it may, a salute to Kentucky and par- 
ticularly to Louisville. 
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Much Out of Little 


Sunday was much too fine a day to be ob- 
serving the anniversary of Shakespeare’s birth 
and death. Still, a deference to literature— 
probably an after-effect of exposure to an ar- 
dent high school teacher—brought us around to 
the matter eventually. — 

So, it seemed a good idea to read a book on 
the Bard. That led to the discovery that a dozen 
new ones had been published in the last month 
or two. No wonder Douglas Bush recalled the 
remark of another critic that the writing of 
books about Melville has superseded the whaling 
industry. 

This fecundity is especially astounding in 
Shakespeare’s case because just about all the 
known facts about his life can be jotted down 
on a single sheet of paper; and even some of 
these may be debited. There are those who 
still contend that the plays were written by Ba- 
con or by Edward de Vere, Earl of Oxford. Un- 
der the circumstances, it is a more substantial 
feat of magic to write a book-length biography 
than it is to pull a dollar out of an empty purse. 
The effort demonstrates a moving obedience to 
Shakespeare’s own injunction: 

If thou didn’st ever hold me in thy heart, 

Absent thee from felicity a while, 

And in this harsh world draw they breath 

in pain 

To tell my story. 

We have decided to go back to the plays. The 
books are all based on them anyway. 
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Memorial for Children 


St. Louisans can have more of the hospital 
space their children need if they respond gen- 
erously to the current campaign for funds to 
build the Cardinal Glennon Memorial Hospital 
for Children. 

Plans call for a 200-bed institution at Grand 
boulevard and Park avenue, if the necessary 
$5,000,000 is obtained. That sum is the largest 
ever sought in a capital funds drive here.

In 
addition to serving as a fitting memorial to a 
much-loved St. Louisan, the Glennon Hospital 
would help satisfy this long unfilled demand. 
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Fattening Veterans’ Pork 


Nothing pains an “economy”-minded Congress- 
man more than the trimming of pork, as the 
House of Representatives’ latest maneuver dem- 
onstrates again. Interrupting its deliberations 
on the budget, and its trumpet calls for econ- 
omy, the House voted to expand the Veterans 
Administration hospital construction program 
by $279,000,000. 

Congressmen wouldn’t even accept individual 
responsibility for their action. They side-stepped 
a record vote because, of course, a roll-call 
might have proved embarrassing to those guard- 
ians of the nation’s pork barrel who hope to 
retain the votes of veterans on one hand and 
of all the taxpayers on the other. 

The expansion is the fat President Truman 
cut out of the VA’s building plans in 1948. The 
16,000 beds involved, like two-thirds of the 
VA’s existing beds, are solely for veterans whose 
illnesses have no connection with their military 
service. The powerful veterans’ lobby has won 
again, and the taxpayers have lost. 

Too many Congressmen display a strangely 
perverted sense of responsibility to their con- 
stituents. On one hand they cut $20,000,000 from 
the foreign aid bill, ham-stringing America’s 
foreign policy by deiaying an adequate start on 
the President’s Point Four program for under- 
developed areas. 

On the other, they continue, and worsen by 
several hundred million dollars, the rivers and 
harbors bill fiasco. Now they add $279,000,000 
for VA hospital beds. And they don’t even have 
the courage to stand up and be counted! 
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Will Bipartisan Policy Be Revived?

Both political parties have failed to persuade members to follow 
| any given line of foreign policy, writer notes; attacks on State De- 
partment are increasing; says Americans will disagree on foreign 
affairs as long as such matters are governed by domestic views.

Despite the achievements of the United 
States since 1945 under “bipartisan” for- 
eign policy, domestic political considera- 
tions still seriously disturb the country’s 
activities abroad. The important place 
foreign policy occupies in party rivalry has 
become especially clear once more since 
the adjournment last November of the 
first session of the Eighty-first Congress. 


The United States 
again faces the ques- 
tion—which is as old 
as our nation — 
whether existing po- 
litical institutions 
and political customs 
will ever permit any 
federal administra- 
tion to determine in 
advance the role of 
the United States in 
world affairs and to 
execute a consistent 
foreign policy. 

The failure of the 
two political parties 
to ‘persuade their 
members that they should follow a given 
line of policy and the separation of the 
powers of the President and Congress are 
two of the factors which account for the 
present inability of Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson to strengthen the position 
of the United States at a time when, in 
a series of speeches, he has been calling 
for the application of new strength.

Record of Opposition 


In Congress, both Democrats and Re- 
publicans have opposed certain foreign 
policy proposals submitted to them by the 
Department of State. Sixty-one Demo- 
crats in the House of Representatives voted 
against the Korea aid bill on Jan. 19, and 
a majority of the Democrats of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, disregarding 
Administration requests, voted on March 
20 to distribute $1,000,000,000 of the 1950- 
51 Marshall Plan aid in the form of food- 
stuffs from the farm surpluses held by 
the Federal Government. 


Democratic opposition to the Adminis- 
tration’s Point Four program for indus- 
trialization of underdeveloped areas caused 
Chairman John Kee of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee to include his Point Four 
bill in the general foreign-aid bill. 


Although theirs is the minority party, 
many Republicans in Congress have been 
able to profit from the President’s lack 
of discipline over his own party members. 
After blaming the Democratic Adminis- 
tration last autumn for the victory of the 
Communists in the Chinese civil war, Sen- 
ator William F. Knowland, Republican of 
California, has attracted enough general

July. 
Away From Recognition? 


The White Paper attributed the Commu- 
nists’ successes in their conflict with the 
Kuomintang to forces rooted in Chinese 
conditions. This view seemed to point to 
American recognition of the People’s Re- 
public established by the Communists. 


Instead, the Administration has not only 
continued to assist the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernment but has modified its analysis of 
events in China by giving the Soviet Union 
more credit than formerly for the success 
of the Communists. 


The Administration’s foreign policy has 
also been weakened through the charges 
made by Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, Re- 
publican of Wisconsin, that the Depart- 
ment of State employs Communists in pol- 
icy-making positions. While Senator Mc- 
Carthy has so far been unable to prove 
his charges, a Washington observer can 
see a twofold effect of the allegations. 


First, they deter many employes of the 
Department of State from speaking freely, 
even in confidential discussions, concern- 
ing the various considerations and possi- 
bilities that affect the making of policy on 
any area or issue. Second, they fortify the 
opponents of foreign policy legislation by 
increasing public and congressional doubt 
of the competence of the Department of 
State. 

The American people might now con- 
sider whether it is possible to resolve the 
political dilemma that threatens to petrify 
foreign policy in Washington. Should 
President Truman try to revive the scheme 
of bipartisan co-operation that once worked 
well and that is still assumed to exist? 


Less Party Discipline 


The revival of true bipartisanship might 
mean that in the event of a Republican 
victory in the elections next November, 
the President could nevertheless expect 
Congress to support his foreign policy. 


In a letter to ECA Director Paul G. 
Hoffman, Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
Republican of Michigan, urged revival of 
the bipartisan system which he and for- 
mer Senator John Foster Dulles had orig- 
inally initiated. But Senator Vandenberg 
is seriously ill. 

Moreover, in their hope of winning con- 
trol of Congress in the next elections, in- 
dividual Republicans are less subject than 
formerly to the discipline which those Re- 
publicans who support Vandenberg would 
have to exert. 

Alternatively, has the time come for 
President Truman to renounce bipartisan- 
ship on the ground that it no longer ex- 
ists and is no longer practicable? Such a 
move might free Secretary Acheson from 
his present confused position over the re- 
sponsibility he owes to the Republican and 
Democratic parties, both of which he has 
tried to follow in opposite directions in 
dealing with Asia. The President can ex- 
pect that some Republicans, in the coming 
campaign, will make party issues of China 
and of the presehce, alleged or real, of 
Communist party members in public office. 


Plagued by a Slogan 


In the past it has been assumed that 
parties which disagree on domestic matters 
can agree on foreign policy. It is doubt- 
ful, however, whethér a Democratic Ad- 
ministration can deal flexibly abroad with 
revolutionary situations in co-operation 
with another great party which has taken 
for its slogan, ‘Liberty vs. Socialism.’ 


Only infrequently will the United States 
save foreign countries from threatened 
Soviet domination and assure their sta- 
bility by proposing for them remedies 
which would be suitable for ourselves. 
The nature of a given society and its 
political needs are determined by the con- 
ditions in which that society exists, and 
those conditions change from nation to 
nation. 

While “socialism” may mean the nega- 
tion of liberty to the Republican National 
Committee, it may signify liberty to the 
Iranians, Malayans and Indians, living in 
countries whose econdmic and social mal- 
adjustments make them ripe for great so- 
cial changes. So long as att-tudes toward 
society abroad are governeg by attitudes 
toward society at home, Americans who 
disagree over home affairs will also dis- 
agree over foreign affairs.

Between Book Ends 


Life in Free India 


THE WORLD IS A BRIDGE, by Christine Weston. 

(Scribner's, 276 pgs., $3.) 

In spite of the efforts of E. M. Forster, 
Katherine Mayo, John Gunther, Gandhi, 
Nehru, and many others, India remains a 
mystery to most Westerners. Or more ac- 
curately, individual Indians, Hindu or Mos- 
lem, with their utterly different back- 
grounds of racial hatred, mysticism, con- 
stant death among teeming millions, social 
division, familiar and political absolutism, 
remain to us a psychological mystery. 

Christine Weston, India-born author of 
one widely read book on India, here at- 
tempts through half a dozen fully devel- 
oped characters to make understandable 
the impact of independence on the people 
of India. Somehow she manages to do 
that, but without making the Indians them- 
selves understandable, or even quite con- 
vincing. 

Central are these: Anand, a poor Hindu 
painter, economically helpless under cur- 
rent conditions; his wife, Kiran, who has 

lost her religion’s 
support by marrying 
out of her caste; Fi- 
roze, a Moslem intel- 
lectual, friend of 
Anand, who has been 
in love with Kiran 
since childhood; Fi- 
roze’s elderly par- 
ents, who have de- 
voted their lives and 
wealth to encourag- 
ing racial tolerance 
and eqtality; Vik- 
ram, an _ irresponsi- 
bie Maharaja whose 

Christine Weston sole igterest is to 

save both his skin 
and his fortune; and his mother, who has 
ruled the state through her power over 
Vikram and through a series of affairs 
with his top officials. Vikram commissions 
Anand to paint his portrait and appoints 
Firoze financial secretary, thus bringing 
the four young people together in his pal- 
ace at the moment when the independence 
of divided India was being decided. Against 
the background of religious, racial, politi- 
cal frenzy, the personal tensions mount 
towards a tragic, somewhat pitiful break- 
ing point. 

Though there is no question of authen- 
ticity, or sympathy, yet Miss Weston’s nov- 
el offers the reader an insight no more 
illuminating and somewhat less persuasive 
than earlier attempts.

CHICAGO, April 25 (AP)—The 
Twentieth Century-Fox Film Corp. 
will not supply movies for pro- 
posed pay-as-you-see television, 
its president said yesterday. 

Spyros P. Skouras told the con- 
vention of the Society of Motion 
Picture and Television Engineers: 
“Our first allegiance is to the 
thousands of theater men who 
built up this (movie) industry.” 

He commented on the so-called 
“nhonevision” plan by which a 
TV set owner could tune in a 
first-run movie by paying $1 to 
the telephone company for a spe- 
cial connection. 

Skouras said “phonevision” 
would endanger church attend- 
ance, participation in civic affairs, 
newspapers, magazines, restau- 
rants, and “every store around 
the community movie theater.” 

A “phonevision” experiment in 
Chicago is planned in September 
in co-operation with other Holly- 
wood movie producers. 

Skouras reported plans for a 
test of theater television on giant 
screens in the Los Angeles area 
early next year. 

Skouras said that if the West 
Coast experiment is successful, 
“we can look forward to the es- 
tablishment of four or five com- 
petitive networks or circuits—in 
New York, Chicago, Denver, At- 
Janta, Los Angeles—to service 
from 500 to 1000 theaters in each 
network.” 

In reply to Skouras’s announce- 
ment that his company would not 
supply films for “phonevision,” 
Col. John R. Howland of Zenith 
Radio Corp., Chicago, said in a 
statement:

made by the St. Louis Teachers’ 
Co-operative Council to the 
board’s committee on economic 
needs last night. 

In addition, the council, one of 
four teachers’ groups seeking in- 
creases, asked the committee to 
recommend further revision of 
the budget to provide for hiring 
125 additional teachers, who 
might be used to reduce the work 
load of the present staff. This 


‘| would cost about $750,000. 


The council’s plan, which in 
general would have the effect of 
cutting $2,000,000 from budget re- 
quests of other departments and 
distributing it among the teach- 
ers, was presented by R. E. 
Strickler, principal of Hodgen 
Elementary School. | 

Proposes $500 Yearly Rise. 

Strickler asked for an annual 
rise of $500 across the board for 
all teachers, with a similar in- 
crease in the present maximum 
of $4500, thus bringing the pro- 
posed maximum to $5000. He 
asked also that salaries of elemen- 
tary school principals be increased 
from the present maximum . of 
$5750 to $6500, and that high 
school principals be increased 
from a $6500 maximum to $7500. 

His presentation was so de- 
tailed and so obviously the result 
of considerable study of school 
finances that Committee Chair- 
man H. M. Stolar, who also heads 
the board’s powerful finance com- 
mittee, said he would attempt to 
arrange a conference between the 
principal and the finance group 
on this and other matters. 

Only about 62 per cent of the 
board’s expenditures for salaries 
went to teachers in recent years, 
Strickler said, as compared to at 
least 72 per cent in 40 cities with 
populations of more than 100,000. 

Difference in Increases. 

Furthermore, he said, for the 
last 10 years in St. Louis expendi- 
tures for all non-teaching salaries 
had increased 75 per cent while 
the rise for teachers was only 30 
per cent. Auditing salaries went 
up 213 per cent, he said; supply 
department wages increased 178 
per cent; instructional adminis- 
tration was up 85 per cent: build- 
ing department, up 67 per cent, 
and law department, up 20 per 
cent. 

Using these figures as justi- 
fication, he said then that if the 
board would increase its expendi- 
tures for teachers’ salaries from 
62 per cent of its budget to the 
average of 72 per cent in the oth- 
er cities, virtually $2,000,000, 
which is about 10 per cent of the 
apoeed school budget, would be 
available through next June 1951, 
at least. This is exactly the 
amount of his group’s request.

OPEN SHOW AT UID 


Washington U. Paintings, 
Mostly Abstract, Suggest 
Musica] Qualities.

Seventeen Washington Universi- 
ty School of Fine Arts seniors 
opened a display of 50 paintings 
and several prints and drawings 
today, at the Artists’ Guild, 812 
Union boulevard. The work, 
mostly abstract, is a far cry from 
illustration or literary ideas and 
suggests, instead, many of the 
qualities of music. 

Exhibitors in the show, first of 
its kind to be held in St. Louis, 
include several winners of prizes 
in the city’s regular competitions. | 
They range in age from 21 to 29 
and have studied and painted in 


such art centers as Mexico, New 


York, Philadelphia, . Providence, 
R. I., and Provincetown, Mass. 

Although all now happen to be 
enrolled in Paul Burlin’s class at | 
the university, their canvases 
demonstrate they are striking out 
boldly, not imitating Burlin or— 
for the most part—anyone else. 

William Reid, avowedly a “bop 
bug,” makes the musical theme 
explicit, if not exalted, in 
“Lester Leaps Again,” dedicated 
to the noted tenor saxophonist 
Lester (Pres) Young. A ripple of 
high-pitched yellows conveys the 
idea of a familiar riff in the midst 
of a mellifluous composition of 
conical tubes painted in resonant 
tonal modulations. 

There is disciplined, lyric feel- 
ing in the more thorough-going 
abstractions of Karl Peterson and 
Charles Coleman, both of whom 
use muted and distinctive color 
harmonies. 

Linear rhythms mark the paint- 
ings of Angeline Colombo, whose 
swirling, diaphanous-gowned “Bal- 
lerina” achieves expressive grace, 
and of Katherine Manglis, whose 
“Yo Yo” and “Dervish” make use 
of line against area to represent 
abrupt and sometimes violent 
motion. 

Sounds ranging from trills and 
quivering notes to clanging bell 
tones and the crash of thunder 
are suggested in Don Weygandt’s 
huge “Clown,” Nicholas Soldo’s 
directly-painted “Woman with 
Basket,” Jacquelyn Rossen’s ab- 
straction after the figure, Saun- 
ders Schultz’s abstract “Buffoon,” 
Nelson Reed’s hot-colored figure 
compositions, Fred Czufin’s clear, 
rigidly-controlled oils and Michael 
Hnatt’s well-named “Lost Black 
Form.”

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Some Guesses on the Baltic Incident 


T 


HERE are reasons for thinking that the shooting down of the 
Navy plane in the Baltic was not a local incident brought on by 
a local commander but that it was an act of Soviet policy. The 
known facts indicate that the Soviet intelligence had advance notice 
that the plane would fly a course over the Baltic Sea, that though 


it was known to be unarmed the Soviet intelligence believed it 


to the Soviet fighter command to 
sible, and failing that, to shoot it 
traces of it. 


The American evidence is as 
conclusive as proof can be—since 
the crew have disappeared—that 
the plane was not intercepted 
over Latvian ter- 
ritory. e evi- 
dence is, first, 3 
that the plane 
was too slow to 
have gotten there 
intentionally or 
by mistake; and, 
second, that no 
American com- 
mander would 
have sent such a 4 
plane on such a + = 
dangerous mis-  Vishinsky. 
sion. If, when, 
and as the American command 
were reconnoitering the Soviet 
military establishments on the 
Baltic coast, it would use a plane 
of a wholly different type. 


It is virtually certain, therefore, 
that the action took place over 
the sea and not over land, and 
that Vishinsky’s original charge 
was untrue. The probabilities are 
very high that he knew it was 
untrue. For he would hardly have 
dared to say that “the American 
plane turned toward the sea and 
disappeared” if there had been 
any chance that the plane itself 
or any of its crew could have 
returned to the American lines 
and testified as to what happened. 


Why the Decorations? 


Either the Soviet fighters must 
have reported seeing the com- 
plete destruction and disappear- 
ance of the plane well outside 
Soviet territorial waters—or, and 
less probably, the plane was cap- 
tured and the Soviet authorities 
do not wish us to know that they 
have the secrets which possession 
of the plane would give them. 
The probabilities, however, are 
that they did not capture the 
plane and that they saw it de- 
stroyed completely. For retrieving 
a wrecked plane out in the open 
sea would be an operation hard 
to hide. 


If, on the other hand, the plane 
had come down in Soviet waters, 
the Soviet authorities could have 
produced some of the wreckage 
to prove that the plane had vio- 
lated Soviet territory, and the 
temptation to prove that we had 
acted illegally and provocatively 
would have been hard to resist. 
Therefore it is reasonable to con- 
clude that Vishinsky was sure 
that the plane and the crew had 
disappeared completely out in the 
Baltic. Otherwise he could not 
have risked our finding pieces of 
the wreckage or our rescuing the 
crew and thus proving conclu- 
sively that the plane was de- 
stroyed outside Russian territory. 

The ostentatious award of the 
“Order of the Red Banner” to 
four Soviet flying officers was 
plainly intended to advertise the 
exploit. The award is particularly 
significant, it seems to me, be- 
cause these officers did not in 
fact succeed in doing what, ac- 
cording to M. Vishinsky, they 
tried to do. He says they tried to 
capture the plane by making it 
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‘carried important electronic equipment, and that orders were given

land in Latvia. He says that they 
did not do that. Failing the cap- 
ture of the plane, the Soviet 
fighters ought to have been able 
to shoot it down within Soviet 
territory.

Stress on Timing. 


What they did was to reach out 
beyond the Soviet territory and 
knock down an American plane 
which the Soviet authorities then 
chose to have the people believe 
was one of the famous and 
dreaded—though obsolete—B-29s. 
The plane was not in fact a B-29. 
But the decorations were given 
as if the Red fighters had de- 
stroyed a B-29. All this adds up 
to the conclusion that the Soviet 
Government set up the exploit 
with two objectives: one, which 
probably failed, was to capture a 
plane with valuable military se- 
crets; the other was to demon- 
strate to the world that the Soviet 
air defenses are able to repel 
American strategic airpower. 

There are several hypotheses as 
to what are the overall military 
intentions of the Soviet Union. 
This affair lends considerable 
weight to the view that the Rus- 
sians are intent first of all upon 
making their own territory invul- 
nerable to American airpower. If 
they could make it invulnerable, 
then the Red Army would be vir- 
tually unopposed around the peri- 
phery of the Soviet Union. This 
Baltic incident is meant, I be- 
lieve, to convince the Russian 
people and also the people of Eu- 
rope that the Soviet Union 
has achieved an air defense. 


Russian Intentions? 


It is significant that the inci- 
dent was precipitated after The 
Hague conference of the Atlantic 
nations had disclosed the enor- 
mous difficulty of creating a 
European army, before the meet- 
ing of the foreign ministers in 
London where they must wrestle 
with these difficulties, and just 
as the situation in Germany and 
around Yugoslavia and at Trieste 
is boiling up. 

An incident which deflates the 
military value of American air- 
power in the eyes of the Euro- 
peans would be a diplomatic suc- 
cess for the Kremlin, and would 
be well worth some medals and 
, exchange of angry diplomatic 
notes.

WASHINGTON, April 25 (UP)

“If that is the case,” he said, 
“we are within 9 per cent of so- 
cialism—for government is now 
using up 31 per cent of all the 
earnings of the American people.” 
He contended that the Marshall 
plan is a “dumping chute’ ‘for 
goods that do not help the re- 
covery of Europe. He mentioned 
that $270,000,000 worth of Amer- 
ican tobacco had been sent to 
Europe under the Marshall plan.

The first of these was that in 
the fission of uranium caused by 
the absorption of low energy neu- 
trons, ‘addi ne were 
released in the process, The im- 
portance of this fact is that the 
fission of uranium could produce 
neutrons which could then pro- 
duce another fission—hence the 
term, chain reaction.

The second discovery was that 
some of these neutrons were emit- 
ted some time after the fission 
took place. Jt was this fact that 
made the controlled chain reac- 
tion or nuclear reactor a possibili- 
ty.. Without these delayed neu- 
trons we would have no way of 
controlling a nuclear reactor. 


With the fusion of the light 
elements the situation is entire- 
ly different. Here the basic nu- 
clear reactions which lead to 
the release of relatively large 
quantities of energy are those 
which occur when the nuclear 
particles collide at high velocity 
or high relative kinetic energy. 

At the center of the stars the 
temperature is many millions of 
degrees, and the particles of mat- 
ter are moving at such high 
speeds that these nuclear reac- 
tions may take place. Even then, 
only a few nuclear reactions are 
possible. 

There is no possibility that the 
energy release from this type of 
reaction can be controlled on the 
earth. In the stars the reaction 
is controlled because of their 
great size. On the earth these 


actions will either give an explo- 
sion or. nothing at all. 


Problem in H-Bomb. 


Whether a hydrogen bomb can 
be made depends upon whether 
it is possible to create on earth 
an assembly of materials which 
will produce a nuclear reaction if: 
heated to a sufficiently high tem- 
perature, and then devise a way 
to raise these materials to that 
temperature. 

The temperature required is 


comparable to that reached in the 
interior of the sun, which is more 
degrees ce’

TOKYO, April 25 ‘(AP)—Of 
some 2000 foreigners who have 
been trying for months to get out 
of Communist Shanghai, about 
300 either have filtered out via 
Tientsin or are in the process of 
doing so. 

When I left China last week, 
the chief bottleneck was lack of 
ship accommodations out. of Tient- 
sin, a port 700 miles north - of 
Shanghai. At the present rate, it 
will take at least six months for 
everyone to leave who wants to.

IN PLACE OF THE painstaking makeup of 
the movies or even of the stage, television, says 
Jiras, must substitute ingenuity. In “Mrs. Moon- 
light,” for example, the female lead stays young 
as everyone else grows old. In the last scene 
she becomes about 75 years old within the space 
of one minute. Jiras despaired of this one, and 
ultimately, the actress aged in spirit and voice 
while her face remained young as springtime. 

Television directors and. producers, Jiras finds, 
are totally innocent of the problems of the 
makeup man. They select scripts on their own 
merits, ignoring such trivialities as an actor who 
is 25 years old one minute and 75 the next. 
“They expect the impossible,” he says. “and if 
you do it for them .once, you’re sunk. They 
expect it every time.” Sometimes Jiras tries to 
talk*directors into changing the script a bit to 
make things easier for himself. Directors, 
though, are frequently so immersed in their own 
problems they wave him away. 

Then Jiras has to do some serious thinking. 
On one show, an actor had to appear as a lan- 
guid English nobleman in one scene and, two 
minutes later, as a bearded Turk with a mous- 
tache, false nose, false eyebrows and wig. The 
transformation had to be so complete that the 
television audience was thoroughly fooled. And 
it was. At least I was.

IF THIS BOY COULD BE induced to read his lesson and 
then tell what he learned in his own words, a good deal of his 
trouble would vanish. In trying to fix the words of the text 
in his mind, he ‘accents his verbal memory ability, which is 
weak. He is not kneading the knowledge into his own thought. 
He is not building a background of knowledge and knitting it 
into his experiencés. Consequently, the text has little mean- 
ing for him and he is making poor progress. Into the bargain, 
his struggle is making him afraid, afraid of failure, afraid of 
being laughed at as a failure. 

Reading is basic to intelligent study and to the intelligent 
use of what is learned by study. These students who have 
difficulty in oral recitation are usually poor readers in the 
sense that they go no information from their reading. The 
words cast shadows in their minds, but these shadows have 
little st.bstance. Thought is substance of mind and until these 
boys and girls have the ability to get information from their 
texts and the power to turn that information into the thought 
that becomes the substance of their minds, they won't get far 
in academic work. -

IT IS TRUE THAT SOME students never will be able to 
read in this way but their numbers are few. Most children 
can be taught to read in the first years of elementary school 
if the teachers are allowed to teach reading as it must be 
taught. Nowadays when silent reading is the order of the 
day the teacher cannot know whether a child is reading or not. 
He must read aloud and retell the story in his own words to 
learn to read. 

If reading is a family habit, children have little difficulty, 
but there are not too many such families these days. The ele- 
mentary. schools must shoulder the task, and teach and train 
pupils to get substance out of reading matter.

Preventing Things From Sticking. 


S THE WEATHER becomes 
A warmer—and damper—things 

about the house such as bu- 
reau drawers, windows and even 
doors are going to begin to stick. 
This due to the wood absorbing 
moisture and expanding. When it 


‘expands far enough, ft’s going to 


stick. 


Drawers can be fixed by coat- ' 


ing the sides of the drawer with 
varnish. This will prevent the 
wood from absorbing moisture. 
Rub a little paraffin on the edges 
of the side sections after the var- 
nish is dry. This acts as a lubri- 
cant and will keep the drawer 
working smoothly. 

Window sashes, as we men-

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| Paying Canasta to Win |

LTHOUGH you usually 

shouldn’t meld everything in 

sight—you prefer to keep at 
least seven, and preferably more, 
cards in your hand—it does pay 
to open up a second and a third 
meld for your side, as soon as 
possible after the initial meld is 
made. gives you more 
chances at a canasta. 

Once your side has about three 
melds on the table, you pause 
while you try to build them up 
to the canasta point. - 

Here is a hand you might hold: 


You started things off, some 
rounds back, by making your ini- 
tial meld with three aces. Your 


‘partner then melded three tens. 


But since that time you and 
your partner have had two draws 
each, and obviously neither of 
you has drawn another ace or 


ten to add to your first melds. 

So at this point put down your 
three nines, even though it will 
reduce your hand (after you dis- 
card your black three) to five 
cards. Five cards, aren’t as many 
as you would like to keep, but 
you must build toward a canasta. 
Maybe your partner has been 
holding a pair of nines. At least 
there is a good chance that he has 
one nine. If so, he will promptly 
add it to the meld and you will 
have a canasta base. He prob- 
ably has at least one wild card, 
too. If your meld hits him, you 
are well on your way toward a 
canasta. 

The important thing to recog- 
nize in a hand ‘like this is that 
your opponents may have the ad- 
vantage, even though you have 
melded and they have not. They 
have more cards than you, and if 
they get the pack their superior- 
ity will be overwhelming. You 
got the jump on them, but you 
didn’t make the lucky draws you 
needed to capitalize on it. So 
you must put yourself in a posi- 
tion to go out in case the oppo- 
nents begin to do a lot of 
melding.

“As an illustration, Mrs. Lil- 
lian Gilbreth made a strawberry shortcake in an ordinary 
kitchen, then rearranged the kitchen and made another short- 
cake just like the first. But the second time she reduced kitch- 
en operations from 97 to 64, and reduced the number of actual 
steps from 281 to 45.” |

State Tops All Others. in Making Wlicit Liquor—Agents Take Long Chances in Hunting Offenders

ATLANTA, Ga., April 25. 

HAT heady aroma noticeable 

in some parts of Georgia on 

damp days does not emanate 

from the huge, waxy blossoms of 
the storied magnolia. 

It rises from countless vats of 
fermenting mash, from the mak- 
in’s of numerous unlabeled brands 
of nontaxpaid “stump rum.” It 
rises also from thousands of gal- 
lons of colorless whisky dumped 
by Federal and state revenue 
agents who are not interested in 
the problems of the drinker who 
can’t afford legal liquor taxed at 
$14 a gallon. 

Many’s the drinker, native and 
visitor, who has sacrificed the en- 
amel of bis front teeth and the 
lining of his stomach to an ap- 
petite for whisky, distilled by 
moonshiners in Georgia mountain 
coves and swamp bottoms, and 
even in Atlanta itself. Truly, the 
jailhouses—especially the Federal 
one in Atlanta—overflow with 
makers of same. 

By the yardstick of stills and 
whisky destroyed and ’shiners 
arrested, Georgia last year topped 
all other states for the tenth 
consecutive year in the manufac- 
ture of illicit liquor. 

It pains me to report this, but 
the actual truth is that the an- 
cient art of moonshining, which 
goes back to the earliest days of 
Federal taxation, has not been 
the same since prohibition days. 
It used to be that no self-respect- 
ing manufacturer of illicit whis- 

would stoop to distilling 
“sugarhead” ‘shine, but nowadays 
there are few who manufacture 
genuine sour mash whisky. 

Oldtimers cracked corn and let 
it sprout and ferment over a pe- 
riod of seven or eight days. From 
such mash they made whisky 
which connoisseurs hailed as nec- 
tar and which, in truth, packed 
few headaches for those who hap- 
pened to take a wee drop too 
much. This was “drinking likker.” 

Your modern  wmoonshiner, 
though, speeds the fermenting

cycle to 72 hours by using yeast 
and sugar with rye meal, barley 
malt and corn meal. This is “sell- 
ing likker,” and is inferior to the 
sour mask product. It will give 
the consumer anything from a 
violent headache to two days of 
the blind staggers. 


The speed-up resulted from the 
prohibition days demand for 
whisky at any price. Illegal 
whisky now sells in Georgia at 
$3.50 to $4 a gallon wholesale 
and from $8 to $10 a gallon re- 
tail. During the recent war it 
brought much more. In passing, 
wholesalers and retailers often 
water the product and have been 
known to pep it up with lye. 


Moonshiners are not scrupu- 
lously clean in their operations. 
Revenue agents have found mash 
vats in which were pine needles, 
oak leaves, drowned owls, ‘squir- 
rels, snakes and insects. Once in 
a while farm animals come across 
stills and consume enough mash 
to get pretty tight.’ Agents have 
found stills by coming across ani- 
mals and chickens three sheets in 
the wind.

OME moonshiners are respect- 
S ed figures in their communi- 

ties even after serving a little 
time in one of Uncle Sam’s peni- 
tentiaries. There still are people 
who figure they have the right to 
make whisky without government 
interference, but these small busi- 
ness men get no support from 
their local chambers of commerce. 
Much illicit whisky comes from 
areas where farm land is poor or 
nonexistent and where there are 
no industries. There are many re- 
peaters among moonshiners, 


Every now and then, Federal 
and state agents and local police 


, “cut” a still in Atlanta or some 


other large city. In whisky-taxed 
Georgia there’s a market for 
cheap whisky; and at the moment 
the state revenue department is 
peeved with those thrifty souls 
who buy legal stuff across the 
Alabama, Tennessee or Carolina 
borders. 

Revenue agents still take long 
chances with their lives. Liquor 
runners are notorious speedballs 


in souped-up cars and some 
*shiners are quick with their guns. 
In 1947, Federal Investigator 
Melvin J. Clark was bushwhacked 
at a still site in Banks county, 
Georgia. His killer is serving a 
life term. Just last December 
another agent was gravely wound- 
ed in a South Carolina swamp. 
State Agent Virgil Walker now 
is recovering from six pistol 
bullet wounds received in a 
Clinch county, Georgia juke joint 
raid last December. 


Oldtime revenue agents say that 
modern moonshiners are not as 
mean as those of prohibition days, 
but the risk is still there when 
you slip up on a still. For ex- 
ample, one agent now stationed 
in Atlanta was shot when he 
grabbed a mountaineer by the 
collar. The fellow stopped, all 
right, but he stopped with a .45 
pistol in his hand. He is serving 
10 years. 

In a swamp raid on the bank 
of the Flint river one December 
day agents scared two moon- 
shiners into jumping into the 
stream. One, who couldn’t swim, 
grabbed an overhanging tree 
limb and held on until the “rev- 
enooers” fished him out. He was 
so grateful for rescue that he 
“told all,” implicating two others. 
By the time he came to trial, 
though, he had changed his mind; 
he and his companions pleaded 
not guilty and won acquittal. The 
agents could not testify they had 
actually seen them at work. 


Usually moonshiners are 
equipped with sharp eyes and ex- 
cellent ears. Just recently, in 
Lumpkin county, Georgia, agents 
nabbed a suspect who had not 
heard a lookout’s warning gun. 
He was a deaf mute, blind in the 
left eye; and by signs he admitted 
his guilt. He may chenge his mind 
by the time he comes to trial. 

One agent was mistaken for a 
“b’ar” and almost brained by a 
scared moonshiner. Meanwhile 
the owner of the still, crossing to 
the site to pick up a load, saw 
what was happening and jumped 
from his boat into the Flint river. 
Agents pursued in the bateau he 
had deserted, but in their eager- 
ness overturned the boat and

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fell in with their quarry. They 
caught him. 

Recognizing the hazards of the 
“reyenooer,” the Federal Govern- 
ment provides that the agent who 
has 20 years’ experience may re- 
tire at the age of 50 to nurse any 
wounds or rheumatic pains con- 
tracted in the line of duty—if 
he lives to be 50. 
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TATISTICALLY speaking the 

Federal Government last year 

charged Georgia moonshiners 
with conspiring to defraud it of 
approximately $1,234,324 in taxes. 
It reached this figure by assessing 
at $9 a gallon 35,533 gallons of 
moonshine and 90,503 gallons of 
potential whiskey. Agents des- 
troyed 35,353 gallons of whisky 
and 905,035 gallons of mash. Ten 
gallons of mash is figured as one 
potential gallon of whisky. 


In Georgia alone, federal agents 
destroyed 1811 stills last year. 
Donald S. Tydings, assistant super- 
visor of enforcement for the Sixth 
District Alcohol Tax Unit—em- 
bracing Georgia, Florida, South 
Carolina and Alabama—reported 
that “revenooers” operating in 
the district last year “cut” 4496 
stills and dumped 65,550 gallons 
of shine and 2,011,544 gallons of 
mash, They seized 723 automo- 
biles, along with other property 
valued at $916,034. Arrests in the 
district totaled 3913.

eral enforcement officers. These 
gentlemen also had a busy 1949. 

Some of the Federal and state 
figures admittedly overlap; but 
last year Gilbert’s agents made 
21,103 raids on stills and sus- 
pected “blind tigers” dealing in 
nontaxpaid whisky. They seized 
463 vehicles, arrested 2065 sus- 
pects, “cut” 3451 stills, and de- 
stroyed 54,583 gallons of whisky 
and 1,470,709 gallons of mash. 

But of the rivers of whisky and 
mash poured out, little if any was 
“fitten” to drink. It was “selling 
likker,” for the most part. The 
safest “drinking likker” in Geor- 
gia nowadays comes from govern- 
ment-licensed distilleries. It’s 
said that in some parts of the 
state it’s possible to buy whisky 
taxed by the State of Illinois 
cheaper than liquor taxed by 
Georgia. The state revenue de- 
artment, out to collect $5 a gal- 


on in taxes, is as sore about this | 7° 


as it is about moonshine. 
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South said later that he had 
considered trving for a grand 
slam,- but had decided on “con- 
servatism” because he would not 
be able to discover enough about 
North’s holding to assure him of 
thirteen tricks.

South deserved sympathy for 
having both major suit finesses 
g0 wrong on him, but the fact 
remains that he passed up the 
best play of all! Having drawn 
trumps and stripped clubs, then 
having led the singleton spade 
toward dummy—when West 
played a low spade, as he did, 
declarer should have put in 
dummy’s eight-spot! No matter 
how cheaply East took this trick, 
declarer would be assured of the 
rest of the tricks! A spade or a 
heart return by East into dummy’s 
tenace would take care of South’s 
three low hearts; and even if 
East had had another club to re- 
turn, South could ruff in dummy 
while he discarded a heart from 
his own hand.
